Labo r Bo ard Gets A 
Wink Fro m Grandpa 


At a time when Co ngress, father o f the 
Natio nal Labo r Relatio ns Bo ard, is grav ely 
sifting co mplaints o f the neighbo rs abo ut 
its unruly o ffspring, the bo ard gets a bro ad 
wink and a rea.ssuring pat o n the back 
fro m the U. S. Supreme Co urt. 
Grandpa, 
apparently , do esn’t giv e a ho o t abo ut what 
the neighbo rs are say ing. 
The Supreme Co urt decided 
that 
the 
Labo r Bo ard had attained the age o f rea­ 
so n and that its actio ns weren’t subject to 
rev iew by the co urts. Acco rding to the rul­ 
ings, the N. L. R, B. is in itself a supreme 
co urt, after a fashio n— a bo dy judicially 
self-sufficient. Co ngress made it that way , 
the high co urt said, and if Co ngress do esn’t 
like its o wn handiwo rk, well— 
Specifically , the Supreme Co urt held that 
no federal co urt may rev iew a bo ard elec­ 
tio n o rder o r a bo ard certificatio n o f a un­ 
io n as a co llectiv e 
bargaining 
agent—at 
least no t until a final ruling has been hand­ 
ed do wn by the bo ard. 
If there was any do ubt abo ut Co ngress 
rev ising the Wagner Labo r Act during the 
present sessio n, there can be v ery little 
no w. It is hardly 
likely 
that 
Co ngress 
meant, in the first place, to create a bo dy 
with as much po wer as has been sanc­ 
tio ned fo r the N. L. R. B. Certainly , the Su­ 
preme Co urt decisio n will play an impo rt­ 
ant part in any co nsideratio n o f amend­ 
ments to the Wagner Act. 
Fo r so me time the N. L. R. B. has been 
the target o f criticism by elements in who se 
Interests it was 
established. 
Emplo y ers 
hav e alway s felt jittery abo ut it, and bo th 
the C. I. O. and the A. F. o f L. agree that 
the Wagner Act sho uld be changed, al­ 
tho ugh they hav e so mewhat different ideas 
o n what changes sho uld be made. The cur­ 
rent Ho use inv estigatio n o f the N. R. L. B. 
was an o utgro wth o f these criticisms. 
Early in the inv estigatio n, it dev elo ped 
that the ex ecutiv es o f the N. L. R. B. were 
no t all o ne big, happy family . Internal ri­ 
v alries, schisms, and accusatio ns interfer- 
i^d with the wo rk o f the bo ard. Dr. Wil­ 
liam Leiserso n, latest member o f the three- 
man bo ard, fo und plenty wro ng with the 
setup when he to o k o ffice last summer. It 
appeared mo re certain as the inv estiga­ 
tio ns pro ceeded that changes were needed 
In the law' and that Co ngress w^o iild make 
tho se changes. The Supreme Co urt decisio n 
simply amplifies these sentiments. 
To inv est in any quasi-judicial bo dy , no 
matter ho w^ no ble its o bjectiv e, mo re po wer 
than that acco rded the federal co urts, is 
a mistake. Ev en the federal district co urts, 
decisio ns may be rev iewed 
by 
appelate 
co urts. And the rulings o f the latter may be 
taken to the Supreme Co urt fo r final judg­ 
ment. 
If the U. S. Supreme Co urt interprets the 
bo ard’s po w er to be as inclusiv e as the de­ 
cisio ns indicates, then the mistake must be 
rectified by Co ngress. No gro up o f three 
men sho uld hav e that much po wer. 
The decisio n demo nstrates the require­ 
ment fo r a bro ad co ngressio nal rev iew^ 
of 
the entire labo r act. The Ho use co mmittee’s 
inv estigatio n will do ubtless pro duce new' 
po ssibilities fo r rev isio n. Whatev er is do ne* 
finally to the act sho uld be do ne w'ith a 
v iew' to ward serv ing the best interests o f 
labo r and emplo y er alike.

726 to 1,100 feet. It prob ab ly will 
b e several days b efore water is
